There has been a decrease of over two (2) per cent. 
from the per centage of the preceding year, owing lar 
to the severe weather during the winter. 

The responsibility of so large a number of tardy 
marks would seem to rest with the parents rather than 
with the pupils, from their apparent lack of interest in 
the schools, as it is noticeable that tardy marks stand 
most frequently against the names of those pupils whose 
parents’ names seldom appear on the visitors’ lists of the 
school registers. 

The present system of so frequent a change of 
teachers can but result in injury to the schools, but can- 
not probably be avoided under the present situation, and 
would seem to call for some action by the town in the: 
interest of better school facilities. 

Sheldon’s Readers have been replaced during the 
year by Swinton’s, at an expense of $49.95; and Ward’s 
Business Forms introduced in place of Harper's Copy 
Books, in advanced classes. 

Agreeably to the advice of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, that a part of the state fund be devoted to appa- 
ratus, Yaggy’s Anatomical Chart, costing deh has 
been placed in the schools. 

Schools have kept 47.75 months during the year, at 
an expense of $1,634.99, leaving $233.77 of the school 


fund unexpended.
